BRITISH CRUISER

GREAT ARMIES
UNSOMME RIVER

Estimated That 1,500,000 Men
Are Fighting on a Twenty-
five Mile Front.

London, July 25.—Under cover of
a strong artillery fire the French
and British are engaged in feeling
out the German third line {n Pleardy
which has been greatly reinforced
and strengthened. A series of scal-
tered but viclent engagements, each
In itself a battle of some proportions,
marked the day. Heavy fighting
took place before dawn this morning
on many parts of the front, both
north and south of the Somma,

The most extensive of these at-
tacks was launched simultaneously by
the Britlsh and French on tha six-
mile twisting front from Pozieres to
Maurepas. The German Iines were
found to be tremendously etrong.
Grand headquarters at Berlin, In an
officlial statement today, says that
the German fire was effective in stop-
ping this amack at certain points,
while at others the allies were re-
pulsed In sharp hand-to-hand fight-
ing.

Allles Make Gain,

Narth of Pozieres, however, the
British and Australlan troops made
further gains, as well as in the vil-
lage itself, while south of HEstrees
the French straightened and strength-
ened their lines by seizing a group of
strongly-fortified houses. The French
also had a local sueccess north of
Vermandovillers, on the southern tip
of the Picardy battle front, occupying
some German trenches,

Of these advances the most Im-
portant was that made by the Brit-
ish north of Pozleres. Here the
wedge which was driven across the
Bapeume highroad was widened and
strengthened so that now a firm
grip has been established on this
sirategic artery.

Heavy Counter-attack.

Huge numbers of reinforcements
have been poured behind the German
front, according to news from France
and have made their presence known
by a series of the most viclent coun-
ter-attacke yet dellvered on thls
front. Throughout the night the Ger-
mans battered at the French and
British lines, but General Haig noti-
fies the war office that they were
uniformly repulsed by the English
gunfire. The heaviest attacks were
aimed at the Britlsh center, but mas-
sed batteries poured so terrific a
fire into the closely- packed ranks,
which could he dimly seen advanclng
in the weak moonlight, that the Teu-
tons were not able even to reach the
British trenches.

Pozieres Captured.

Violent as they were, the night at-
tacks of the Germans were com
pletely surpassed by an assault
lannched this afternoon against Po-
zieres, practically all of which Is now
in the hands of the Australian and
New Zealand corps., This smash, aim-
ed from the northeast, was delivered
with the full power of the relnforced
Teuton divisions, It was met with a
furlous shrapnel fire, which sprayed
the advancing columns with lead,
while the heavier shells tore great
gzaps in the ranks. The attack was
completely broken up.

CANGER CAUSED
BY BAD TEETH

B

Chronic Irritation of Mouth
and Stomach Often Produce
Death—Rate Is In-

creasing.

Louisville, Ky, July 26 —That bad
teeth are an exciting cause of cancer
was claimed today by Dr. Otto U
King, of Huntington, Indiana, in an
address on “Oral Hyglene and Its Re-
lation to Public and Individual Health”
before the annual convention of the
Natlonal Denta] Association.

“One woman out of seven and one
man out of eleven, after the aga of
thirty-five years, die of cancer in Eng-
land.” sald Dr, King. “Cancer is sixth
In the list of diseases that cause death
in the United States; there has been
an average of 73,800 deaths from can-
cer for the last ten years. In 1891,
cancer caused 2,000 deaths, In twen-
ty years, the death rate has Increased
166.66 per cent, Different estimates
indicate that from 9 to 26 per cent
of all cancers are founa on the tongue

“Whatever may be the underlying,
undiscovered cause of cancer, there
seems to be np questlon that the excit-
ing cause Is Irritation. The two reg-
lons of the body most subjected to
chronie {irritatlon are the mouth and
the stomach. The particular irritation
that is frequently found to cause can-
cer in the mouth |s the sharp edge of
a decayed, worn, misplaced, or tartar-
covered tooth. The constant rubbing
of the tongue, cheek or lips over a
tooth produces an abrasion, which de-
velops into a sore, and from a sore it
may pass on through various stages to
cancer. The irritation produced by
the sharp edge of a poorly fitting
plate, bridege, crown or filling has
caused cancer of the mouth. I have
had In my practice within the last
four weeke three cases of cancer, One
was due to an 11l fitting plate, one to
a patent clasp attachment, and tho
other to Irritation from a badly de-
cayed molar"

Cases of Insanity.

Dr. King quoted Dr. Henry S. Up-
son, Professor of Neurology in the
Western Reserve Medical School, as
stating that he had had nine cases of
Insanity due to “painless dental™ dls-
eases

Dr. King eamestly advocated regu-
lar inspection of teeth of school chil-
dren. He sald that from reports in
citles where dental inspection had
been undertaken, it had been proven
that 97 per cent of the school chil-
dren between the ages of six and
twelve are dental cripplea.

“It has beon found,” contlnued Dr
King, “that if we take the amount of
debris from a decayed tooth that
would he represented by a milligram,
an amount that you could carry on
the head of a pln almost—and count
the organisms in it there would be
found all the way *from 10,000,000 to
500,000,000, When it ia realized that
that milligram of material is only a
fraction of the total amount of decayed
matter and debrie In the mouth, we
can get an ldea of the amount of in
fectlon we are carrving around with
ns If anyone of us had an abscess
area as large as a penny on our hand,
our physiclan would be very careful
to have it covered or protected, but if
we have an abscessing area of pyorr-
hea pocketed one-elghth of an inch deep
around each tooth in the head, how
many square inches of absceasing area
do vou suppose we have? Four square
inches; and yet the public pays very
little attention to this, because [t i=
in the mouth."”

SON-IN-LAW OF
KAISER INSANE

London, July 26, 2:37 a m.—The
Copenhagen correspondent of the Ex-
press sends a story regarding the 1ll-
ness of the Duke of Brunswick, the
German emperor’s son-n-law, the
story, however, not being confirmed
from any other gource,

“The Duke of Brunswick,” says the
correspondent, “who has been the
vietim of profound melancholla since
the early days of the war, now Is de-
clared to be hopelessly Insane. His
mental collapse was the result of &
trylng experience while commanding
a detachment of German troops on
the Russlan frontler, when he wit-
nessed the tragle fate of his men,
all of whom were swallowed up in
a treacherous marsh.”

Headquarters of the German Arm-
ies on the SBomme, July 24, by courler

The present line extending (rom
Thiepval to Soyecourt, but bulging
eastward toward Peronne, may he re-
garded, according to the firm convle-
tlon of the headquarters staff, as the
high-water mark of the entente ad-
vance. They base this judgment on
the negligible result of the fighting
In the last fortnight, and they con-
tend that it is no longer a question
of whether the British and French
will be able to extend thelr gains,
but whether they will be able to hald
what they have against the German
counter pressure,

Qulet Day at the Front.

The correspondent returned to the
front with the expectation of wit-
neseging a manifestation of this coun-
ter pressure against a certain sector,
but unfavorable weather c¢onditions,
with low hanging clouds, and mist
hiding the field of operations and pre
venting artillery observation, defer-
red the new struggle for the coveted
stretches of fertile Pleardy.

But after the singing of the
stirring martial hymn, known as the
“Netherlandish Thanksgiving Choral’

handshake, expressed his appreciation
of the sermon. He engaged the mili-

In arranging the primaries for the
election of delegates to the state and
county conventions the county com-
mittee decided to follow the old dis-
triet lines.

This 18 In order that the
delegates to the convention may be
properly elected on the basis of the
votes cast two and four years ago.

Salt Lake county will have 187 votes
in the Republican state convention
and 230 in the convention which wiil
nominate the congresslonal candidate
in the Second congressional distriet.
The committee discovered last night
that there were six districts in the
county which mustered less than for-
ty-six votes, so it was decided to give
these districts a one-third vote in the
conventions.

The committee will lssue the formal
call for the primaries within a day
or two.

BLACKLIST GIVEN
AN EXPLANATION

Lendon, July 25, 4:15 p. m.—Reply-
ing to questions in the house of com-
mons, Lord Robert Cecll, minister of
war trade, today sald that the Amer-
jecan press eriticism of the British
blacklist was hased largely on mis-
apprehension. The act under which
the statutory list of American firms
was issued, he said, was passed last
September and lists referring to mem-
bers of the neutral countries had
been published Nor were the provi-
gsions of the act, he added, unduly
stringent.

The French law, the minister said,
provided that all persons of “enemy
natfonality, wherever living, were
snemles of France and that “it was il-
lcgal for Frenchmen to trade with
them.”

In the British case only, he said,
Americans who had shown them-
selves enemies were put on the list.
Neither did Great Britain seek by
these lists to Interfere with the free-
dom of action with neutral nations,
Lord Robert said. It sought only to
gecura that British goods and credit
be used for the support and enrleh-
ment of those actively assisting Eng-
land's enemies.

If any persons were unjustly includ-
el in the lists, the minister said,
their names would bes removed and
great care would be taken In applying
tha law to such a firm’s contracts.
He was informed that Germany had
taken eimilar actlon.
